In a 1983 visit, President Karmal and his envoy met with Andrei 
Gromyko, the Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs and they presented this album to him as a gift. On the inside cover is the inscription:

Dr. Mehraboddin Paktiawal was the head of the Da Afghanistan Bank and was part of the diplomatic envoy. His presentation of this album as 
a gift was done a little less formally. The notes range from the first Afghan 1919-1920 Treasury issues through 1358 (1979) Specimens printed 
by the bank just a few years before the visit. The first page features a printed logo of Da Afghanistan Bank, measuring approximately 9 cm x 
8.5 cm. The provisional or informal album lends to the theory that this was a gift among friends and geared towards Gromyko’s collecting 
interests over a formal gift of the state. The following notes are included in the album, with a few notes hand selected for third party grading:

Jose Marti’s Cuban Revolutionary Party, for example, had an office in the city and, after his death, the office was maintained there 
by the exiled future President of Cuba, Tomas Estrada Palma. This note was issued by a similar New York-based group whose goals were 
apparently to wrest both Cuba and Puerto Rico from Spanish control. Shortly after the commencement of the Ten Year War, notes were 
issued on August 17, 1869 by the Junta Central Republicana de Cuba y Puerto Rico, a military revolutionist group based in New York to 
raise funds for the liberation of Cuba and Puerto Rico from Spain. The President of the Junta was a Cuban, José Morales Lemus, and his 
Secretary was a Puerto Rican, Dr. José Francisco Basora. They were arrested in June 1869 for violating the neutrality laws of the United States.

American Bank Note Company was selected to print the notes and used appropriate 
portraits and vignettes related to the nation’s recent independence efforts. 


The face of the 1 Peso note features a portrait of Domingo Mendez Capote supported by two putti. Capote studied law and gradu- 
ated from the University of Havana Law School. After graduation he practiced law and was legal counsel to a number of large companies 
in Havana. In 1894 he joined Jose Marti’s Cuban Revolutionary Party and the next year left his law practice to take up arms in support of 
the push for independence from Spain. He went on to serve as Vice President of the Cuban Republic in 1897, serve as the President of the 
Constitutional Convention in 1900-01, serve in the Cuban Senate, and finally as Vice President of Cuba in 1905-06. 


The back depicts a view of the Morro Castle in Havana. Officially known as Castillo de los Tres Reyes Magos del Morro it was named, in 
part, after the Three Magi who, according to tradition, were present at the birth of Christ. The design was drawn up by the Italian engi- 
neer Juan Bautista Antonelli and built during the course of 1589. The fortress was captured by the British in 1762, and was returned to 
the Spanish under treaty terms a year later. It remains a popular tourist destination to this day. 


Most authorities believe that this first issue was prepared but never released to circulation except for the largest 10 Peso denomination. This note is 
extremely rare and is uncancelled, seemingly ready for circulation at a moment’s notice.

He quickly joined the Cuban Independence cause and developed military tactics that spread terror amongst 
the Spanish Army conscripts. He rose through the ranks, ultimately becoming General of the Army, and retired at the successful conclusion of the 
War of Independence in 1898, spurning offers of political office. He passed away in 1905, the year these notes were planned for introduction. 


Like all four denominations, the back depicts a view of Morro Castle in Havana, a fortress designed to protect the city and its harbor. 


It is believed that the three lower denominations of this first issue were prepared but never released to circulation . This note 
is extremely rare and is uncancelled. PMG grades it Choice Uncirculated 64. It is unlikely that the opportunity to own any of these four 
notes in uncancelled / non-Specimen / non-Proof form will occur again anytime in the foreseeable future.

Bids properly offered, whether by floor Bidder or other 
means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may declare 
the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have been 
higher. Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed 
through the Internet or otherwise. Regardless that bids are made on a Property, Auctioneer reserves the right 
to withdraw the Properties, or any part of the Properties, from the Auction at any time prior to the opening of 
any lot containing such Properties for sale by the auctioneer (crier), or in the case of Internet-only auctions 
when the bid opens for either live bidding online or the beginning of the extended period, if any 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole discretion.

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price.
